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And Edward reigned twenty and three 
years, and he died, and was buried in 
his own tomb at Windfor; and Edward 
his fon reigned in his ftead. 


XVII. EDWARD V. 


ANP Edward was eleven years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned over England nine weeks and 
three days, and was murdered in the 


tower by his uncle Richard, the crooked 
duke of Gloucefter. 


XVII. RICHARD Il. 


ND Richard took on him the go- 
vernment of the kingdom, and fet 
the crown upon his own head. 

And in order to clear his way to the 
throne, and fecure to himfelf the poffefli- 
on thereof, he murdered all who ftood 
in his way. 

Wherefore the anger of the Lord was 
kindled againft him, and he fmote him 
by the hand of Henry earl of Richmond 
of the houfe of York; and he died in 
the field of battle, even Bofworth ficld. 

Thus ended the war betwixt the two 
houfes of York and Lancafter, after 
twelve pitched battles had been fought; 
in which there were flain two kings, one 
prince, ten dukes, two marqueffes, twen- 
ty one earls, twenty feven lords, two 
vifcounts, one lord prior, one judge, 
one hundred and thirty three knights, 
four hundred and forty one efquires, and 
eighty four thoufand nine hundred nine- 
ty and eight private foldiers. 

And they took the crown from the 
head of king Richard, and put it on the 
head of Henry earl of Richmond; and 
all the army fhouted for joy, and cried 
out, Long live king Henry the feventh. 
_ And the body of Richard was found 
in the field of battle, and they laid it on 
ahorfe, and brought it to the city of 
Leicefter, and it was buried there; and 
Henry of Richmond reigned in his ftead. 


XIX. HENRY 
N° Henry was a wife and politick 
prince, and he fet himfelf by all 
manner of ways to fecure the throne to 
him and his fucceffors for ever. 
<And he extorted from his fubjects great 
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fums of money, and filled his coffers, 
and the whole {tudy of his life was to 
heap up riches. 

To this end he made ufe of two men, 
and the name of the one was Epfom, and 
the name of the other was Dudley. 

And he gave them power and autho- 
rity to plunder and opprets his fubjects 5 
and they exercifed all manner of injultice 
upon them, accufing the innocent of 
crimes, and amercing and fining them in 
great fums without trial, converting law 
and juftice into rapine and cruelty. 

Now, whether it were out of an affe- 
étation of ftate and grandeur, or perad- 
venture that he feared fome fudden at- 
tempt upon his perfon, (for he was not 
beloved of the people), he appointed a 
band of tall. men to attend him, called 
the yeomen of the guard, which all the 
kings of England fince have kept up un- 
to this day. 

And in his reign there arofe two ime 
poftors, one after the other, laying claim 
to the crown of England. 

And the name of the one was Simnel, 
a baker’s fon ; and the name of the o- 
ther was Perkin Warbeck ; each pretend- 
ing to be Richard duke of York, brother 
to king Edward the fifth. 

Howbeit the firit was quickly fuppref- 
fed ; and, after having been crowned 
king in Dublin, had the honour to be 
made king Henry’s turnfpit. 

As to the other, after many honours 
done him in the courts of France, Spain, 
and Scotland, as a prince of the royal 
blood, he was at lait advanced to the pi- 
nacle of Tyburn. 

And in thefe days a ftrange difeafe a- 
rofe, and it was called the /weating /eck- 
ne/s; and it continued for the fpace of a 
month, and {wept away great numbers. 

But wo unto you whoremongers, adul- 
terers, and fornicators, and wo unto you 
harlots and {treet-walkers, that lic in 
wait for prey, and fpread your nets in 
every corner, for a difeafe * hath f{triken 
ye through the reins, and the heat of 
your lufts fhall burn ye up. 

Now the reft of the acts of king Henry, 
and the magnificent chapel that he built,

twenty and three years and eight months, 
and he died ; and Henry his fon reigned 
in his ftead. 


XX. HENRY VIII. 


AND Henry was eighteen years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned over England thirty and eight 
years, and his mother’s name was Elifa- 
beth. 
And he gat the love of his fubjeéts in 
the beginning of his reign, by caufing 
to be executed as traitors and oppreifors 
thofe wicked in{ftruments of his father 
Epfom and Dudley. 

Moreover he won favour in their eyes, 
by {pending amongft them, in balls, and 
fhews, and fumptuous feaits, thofe im- 
menfe treafures which had been drained 
from them, and hoarded up in the coffers 
of his father. | 

And in thefe days iniquity of the 
popedom was arrived at its full height, 
infomuch that indulgences for all manner 
of crimes were publickly fold for money ; 
and all kinds of people, how vile and 
profligate foever, were promifed everlaft- 
ing happinefs on purchafing them. 

Now the impiety of thefe things pro- 
voked the indignation of Martin Luther, 
and he expofed the abfurdity of them in 
many books. Moreover ke ceniured the 
ufurpation of the pope, and made a mock 
of his authority. 

Then Henry the king, in the zeal of 
his heart, wrote an an{wer to Martin 
Luther, defending the pope; and from 
henceforth he and his fucceffors are ho- 
porigy with the title ef Defender of the 

Gur. 

Howbeit he afterwards threw off the 
pope’s authority, and departed from ma- 
ny of the errors of the church of Rome, 

Wherefore the thunder of the pope 
was leveiled again{t him, and he was ex- 
communicate ; his fubjects alfo were 
abfolved from their obedience, and all the 
Princes of Europe were excited to make 
war upon him. 

But Henry was beloved at home, and 


m feared abroad : wherefore the thunder of fuperior greatnels, 
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the pope was defpifed, neither was he 
terrified with all the fiery bolts of his 
wrath. 

And Henry made unto himfelf a ereat 
idol, the likenefs of which was not in 
heaven above, nor in the earth beneath, 
And he reared up his head unto the 
clouds, and extended his arm all over 
the land. 

His legs alfo were as the pofts of a 
gate, or as an arch firetched forth over 
the doors of all the publick offices in the 
land ; and whofoever went out, or who- 
foever came in, paffed beneath, and with 
idolatrous reverence lift up their eyes, 
and kiffed the cheeks of the poftern, 

And all the people, both {mall end 
great, fell down before him and worthip- 
ped, for they feared his power. 

Priefis alfo and bifhops brought him 
water to wafh, and dukes and nobles held 
the towel. 

Howbeit he fell down from the pinacle 
of his greatnefs, and was dafhed in pie 
ces, even as a potter’s veffel. W here- 


fore let him that flandeth, take heed lat. 


he fall. 
And Henry was a gracious king, bit 
a tyrannical hufband. 
And he took unto himfelf fix wives, 
but they pleafed him not; wherefore he 
accufed them of incontinence and divers 
crimes, and put them away. Moreover 
he beheaded fome, and fome he put 2 
prifon, and he dealt cruelly with them. 
And it came to pafs when a certad 
priefl, im one of his fermons, defended 
the king in this matter, then all the wo 
men of the town rofe up againit him, 
and they ftoned him with f{tones, and 
drove him from amongfi them.

And Henry was 2 man of great - 
and much experience, and could ag’ 
trate very far into hidden things; an 
great was the opinion of his caps’ 
that the meafure of his abilities is pr!

themfelves before him, and confels ¥ 
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And coy flept with his fathers ; and 
Edward his fon reigned in his ftead. 


EDWARD 
Now. Edward was nine years old 


when he began to reign, and he 
reigued over England fix years and five 
months, 

And he was a pious prince, and he 
Joved the truth, and promoted the re- 
formation which Henry his father had 
begun. 

Howbeit he was cut off as a flower in 
its bud, or as a rofe in the morning-fun: 
his days alfo were as a fpan, and the 
years of his reign as a fhadow that paf- 
feth away: but his memory {melleth 
{weet for ever. 

And he appointed for his fucceffor the 
lady Jane Grey, and fhe was proclaimed 
queen ; but the party of Mary prevailing, 
Jane was beheaded in the tower of Lon- 


don, and Mary her fifter reigned in her 
ftead. 


XxXII. MAR Y. 


ND Mary adhered to the church of 

Rome, and fhe revived the errors 

thereof, and reftored all the ancient forms 
and foolifh ceremonies. 

Moreover fhe was of a cruel nature ; 
and fhe perfecuted unto death all who 
oppofed her doctrines, and her reign 
fiinketh of blood unto this day. 

Old men and children, young men 
and maidens, they alfo that gave fuck, 
with the infant at the breaft, fhe burned 
at the {take 5 and the fire of perfecution 
Was not quenched all the days of her life.

Moreover it came to pafs, that on Ea- 
fer Monday, in the year 1611, for his 
preat fervice done unto the king, he was 
created vifcount Rochefter ; on the two 
and twentieth of April 1612 he was {worn 
a privy counfellor; on the 4th of No- 
vember 1613, he was created Earl of So-

But this Sunfhine of fortune lafted not 
Jong.

of Sir Thomas Overbury by poifon, he 
was arraigned and condemned for the 
fame ; and though, through the clemency 
of the king, his life was fpared, he was 
never after fuffered to fee the king’s face, 
nor to come near the court. 

Howbeit the king could not be Jong 
without an a/ter idem; wherefore he took 
unto himfelf a beautiful youth named 
George Villiers 3 and he loaded him with 
honours, and ufed him in all refpects like 
unto the other. : 

And James believed himfelf a great 
king, and conceived high notions of 
the royal prerogative ; infomuch that he 
looked upon the parliament as a trouble- 
fome and unneceflary thing ; and thought 
it extremely hard, that fo great a king 
fhou!d be bound by the laws of the land, 
or his coronation-oath ;_ or that he fhould 
be obliged to call a parliament to make 
laws, when he might do it alone by his 

| abfolute power. 

Moreover he approved the book of 
doctor Blackwood, which laid it down as 
a principle, That the Englifh were all 
flaves by reafon of the Norman conqueft. 

With theie notions he poifoned him- 
felf and his fon, and laid the foundation 
of thofe troubles which ended in the ruin 
of his family. 

And it came to pafs in thefe days, that 
a certain impoftor named Richard Had- 
dock pretended to preach in his fleep, in 
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fuch fort, that tho’ he were called aloud, 


or {brred and pulled by the hands or feet, 
yet he feemed not to hear or to feel. 

And he continued to do this in the pre- 
fence of many perfons who reforted to 
hear him; infomuch that in a fhort time 
his fame was f{pread through the land 
by the name of the Weeping preacher, and 
many were brought to believe that thefe 
his mighty preachings were by inf{pirati- 
on from heaven.

hymns alfo and prayers, and fundry me- 
ditations, were the work of his hands. 

Howbeit he did that which was evil 
in the fight of the Lord, in following 
the fteps of his father, and afpiring to 
abfolute power. 

And the anger of the Lord was kind- 
Jed againit him, and he caufed a fpirit of 
difcontent to go forth amongit the peo- 
ple, and they came unto the king, and be- 
fought him, faying, 

Moit gracious fovereign, incline thine 
ears, we befeech thee, unto the voice of 
thy people, and let their cry come unto 
thee: behold we are a free people, we 
and our fathers have been free men unto 
this day. 

Wherefore now, then, are we oppref- 
fed with arbitrary power, with forced 
Joans, with tonnage and poundage, with 
fhip-money, and with divers taxes im- 

fed on us without the authority of par- 

Wherefore is the voke of bondage Jaid 
upon us? a yoke which we nor our fa- 
thers were able to bear. 

Howbeit this remonttrance pleafed not 
the king, neither was he moved there- 
with, except unto wrath; moreover he 
diffolved the parliament, and continued 
in his evil ways. 

Then the anger of the people waxed 
great, and they faid among{t themfelves, 
"The king is ill advifed, his counfellors 
are naught; let us remove the wicked 
from before the king, and his throne 
fhali be eftablifhed in righteoufnefs. 

So they accufed Villiers duke-of Bue- 
kingham, who was the king’s prime fa- 
vouriteand chief miniffer, of divers crimes 
and mifdemeanors, namely, That he in- 
groffed into his hands by evil means a 
great number of offices and employments, 
fome whereof could hardlv be executed 
by a fingle perfon ; that he favoured and 
promoted the worthip of Rome ; that he 
nepleé&ted to guard the feas and protect 
the merchants ; that he confirained feve- 
ral perfons to purchafe titles of honour, 
particularly the lord Kobartes of Truro, 
whom he inforced to pay ten thoufand 

pounds for the title of baron; that he

procured to his kindred and allies, and 
other unworthy perfons, many titles and 
honours, without their having done the 
ftate any fervice ; with divers notorious 
crimes and heinous offences. 

Wherefore they molt humbly befoucht 
the king, even for his own honour, and 
the honour of almighty God, for the 
fafety and welfare of his kingdom, and 
for the love which, as a kind father, he 
bore unto his people, that he would he 
gracioufly pleafed to remove this perfon 
from accefs to his facred prefence; and 
that he would not balance this one man 
with all thefe things: prote(ting, that 
until this great man was removed from 
intermeddling with the affairs of {tate, 
they were out of all hopes of any good 
fuccefs. 

Neverthelefs their petition was rejected. 

Moreover the king was exceedingwroth, 
and he commanded the petition to be 
confumed with fire, and all the copies 
thereof to be deftroyed. And he pro- 
tected his favourite from the publick rage. 

Howbeit he efcaped not the hand of 
juftice; for the anger of the Lord was 
kindled againft him, and he ftirred up 
the zeal of Felton the lieutenant, who 
{mote him to the heart that he died. 

And it came to pafs in thefe days, that 
great troubles arofe in England on sc- 
count of religion: many, being {mitten 
with the tinfel beauties of the church of 
Rome, went a whoring after her gods, 
and gave up their hearts unto the luits 
thereof. 

And, forafmuch as many tokens © 
his love appeared, it was thought that 
Laud thearchbifhop was corrupted by her 
fornications, that he had bowed the knee 
unto her idols, and lufted in his best 
after ali her abominations. 

Certain it is he was very punctual in 
obferving all the fuperftitious geliures, the 
bowings, the wafhings, the veliments, 
and all the painted ornaments 1 which 
the fcarlet whore delighteth. 

And he drew many after him, and we

Mine enemies fpeak evil again{t me, 
and they that lay wait for my foul take 
counfel together, faying, God hath forfa- 
ken him, let us perfecute and take him, 
for there is none to deliver him. 

But let them be confounded and con- 
fumed that are adverfaries to my foul, let 
them be covered with reproach and dif- 
honour that feck my hurt. 

Howbeit the prayer of Charles availed 
not: he was delivered up into the hands 
ot his enemies ; and they erected a new 
court of juftice for the trial of the king, 
and they brought an accufation againit 
him, faying, 

_ He hath endeavoured to deftroy the 
rights and liberties of the ao and 
to rule with an unlimited and tyrannical 
power; for which end he hath levied war 
— the parliament of England and the 

OL. 
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people thereof, and hath been the caufe 
of all the blood which hath been fhed in 
the land. 

Now Charles denied the jurifdiction of ° 
this court, and demanded to know by 
what authority he was brought before 
them, or by what law of England he 
could be tried. But they anfwered him 
not a word. 

Howbeit a folemn faft was appointed, 
to feek the Lord, and beg his direétion 
in the murder of the king. 

Moreover an infpired virgin was brought 
out of Hertfordfhire, who pretended a re- 
velation from heaven to encourage the 
faints in their pious work. 

So they proceeded to his trial, and con- 
demned him, as a tyrant, traytor, mur- 
derer, and a publick enemy to the com- 
monwealth of England, to be put to death 
by fevering his head from his body. 

Moreover, during the time of his trial, 
the head of his cane fell off, and no man 
knew why; wherefore it was thought the 
me prophefied of what fhould come to 

afs. 
° And they treated him with great info- 
lence, {pitting upon him, and puffing to- 
bacco in his face, which they knew was 
hateful unto him. 

Howbeit he bore with patience their in- 
fults, neither opened he his lips againtft 
them. 

Andon the 30th day of the firft month, 
which is called January, a fcaffold was 
built before the gates of his own palace, 
and he was brought thereon, and his 
head was cut off, and fhewed unto the peo- 
ple. And fome rejoiced, but many fup- 
preffed the groans which they durft not 
utter, 


The COMMONWEALTH, 


ND it came to pafs after the death 

of king Charles, that the commons 

pafled an act for annulling the houfe of 

lords, and abolifhing the regal power, as 

ufelefs, burthenfome, anddangerous; and 

the government of England was changed 
into a commonwealth, 

And the duke of Hamilton, the earl of 
Holland, the lord Capel, and many others 
who had been of the king’s party, were 
put to death. , 
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Moreover it was enatted, that all who 
poffeffed any publick poft, fhould take out 
frefh grantsand new oaths to qualify them- 
felves for holding the fame. 

This grand alteration in the govern- 
ment occafioned alfo many others. The 
oaths of allegiance and fupremacy were 
abolifhed : juitice was no longer admini- 
{tred in the king’s name, but in the names 
of the keepers of the liberties of England: 
a new council of {itate, confilting of thir- 
ty nine perfons, was chofen for the admi- 
nitration of publick affairs under the par- 
liament ; new money was coined: anda 
new great feal was made; on one fide of 
which was ieen the parliament fitting, with 
this infcription, Te great feal of the par- 
Liament of the commonwealth of England; on 
the other fide, the ays of England and 
Ireland, with thefe words, The firft year 
of freedom by God’s blefing refiored. And 
this feal was committed toa certain num- 
ber of perfons, who were {tyled Keepers 
of the liberties of Great Britain. 

Many alfo were the changes that were 
made in religion: epifcopacy was.abolifh- 
ed: the common prayer defpifed ; cant- 
ing and hypocrify, and doing all kinds of 
wickednefs in the name of the Lord, were 
the figns of grace; and every one wor- 
fhipped God after the foolifhnefs of his 
own heart. 

Howbeit the fon of king Charles, who 
had fied beyond the feas, was invited in- 
to Scotland; where he was proclaimed 
king; and he raifed an army of eighteen 
thoufand men, and marched into Eng- 
land to the city of Worcefter, and en- 
camped there. 

And Cromwel with an army of thirty 
thoufand men purfued him to the gates of 
the city, and gave him, battle; and the 
army of the king was difcomfited, and he 
was forced to fly from the prefence of 
Cromwel, and m.iny were flain by the 
edge of the fword. 

Neverthelefs he fell not into the hands 
of his enemies, neither was he taken in 
their {nares ; he was befet with dangers 
round about, but the hand ef the Lord 
conduded him in fafety. A 

And it came to pafs, that he was purfu- 
ed into the middle of the wood, called 
| Bolcobel ; and he got up into.a tree, and 
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concealed himfelf, that his purfuers paf- 
fed by and faw him not. 

And the tree is*called the royal oak un- 
to this day. 

In a barn alfo he hid himfelf, two days 
and two nights concealed he himfelf from 
the rage of his enemies ; ftraw only was 
his bed, and he was fed by the hand of 
a poor woman with butter-milk and bread, 

Moreover he ftripped off his royal 
robes, and difguifed himfelf in poor ar- 
ray; his hands alfo and his face he dyed 
with walnuts; a hempen fhirt was next 
his fkin, and his outward garment was a 
leather doublet: in the night alfo he fled, 
in the darknefs of the night he efcaped. 

And he walked from the going down 
of the fun even till the morning-{tar ap- 

eared ; infomuch that his feet were gal- 
fed ‘with blood. 

Many other difguifes put he on, and 
many other perils did he encounter ; now 
on a miller’s horfe with dufty bags, and 
now before a country-dame on horleback, 
till at laft arriving at the fea-fide, he efca- 
ped to France in a {mall veffei belonging 
to a poor fifherman. 

Mean time the power of Cromwel in- 
creafed, and his glory grew unto the 
height ; infomuch that he fet himfelf at 
the head of the commonwealth, and was 
called the protector thereof. 


OLIVER CROMIMVEL Protettor. 


OW Cromwel was a valiant man, 
but a great hypocrite ; and he hu- 
moured the times, pretending to pict, 
and to confult the Lord in all his doings. 
Howbeit his character is doubtful, whe- 
ther he was a righteous man or a rogee, 
neither is it determined by which aprell 
tion to call him unto this day : pera: 
venture he was a mixture of both. 
Thofe who {peak evil of him fay, That 
he fet up himfelf as an idol, and made the 
very ftreets of London like unto the var 
ley of Hinnom, by burning the bowels of 
men as a facrifice to his Molochifhip + that 
his pretence was freedom for all men, and 
that by the help of that pretence he made 
all men his flaves, feiting up himfelf 4 
bove all that ever were called fovereigs 
in England : that he fummoned parlia- 


meats with a word of his pen, and a 
perles 
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Perfed them again with the breath of his 
mouth : that he took arms againft taxes 
of fcarce two hundred thoufand pounds 
a-year, and raifed them himfelf to above 
two millions: that, under the pretence of 
reforming religion, he robbed it even to 
the fkin, and then expofed it naked to the 
rage of ,all fects and herefies: that he 
fought again{ft the king under a commif- 
fion from him, and then took him forci- 
bly out of the hands of thofe for whom 
he had conquered him, and butchered 
him in the open face of the whole world, 
with as little fhame as confcience or hu- 
manity. 

Thus he is made a montfter of bafenefs, 
ingratitude, hypocrify, rebellion, and u- 
furpation. 

Howbeit there are others who defend 
him, faying, he was an illuftrious warri- 
our, a great politician, a man of the molt 
confummate prudence, and who had the 
art of making himfelf both feared and re- 
{pected : that if his government be com- 
pared with thofe of the wo laft kings, 
there will appear a very great difparity 
with regard to the glory and reputation 
of the Englifh nation: that he made him- 
felf equally dreaded by France, and Spain, 
and the United Provinces, who all court- 
ed his friendfhip with fuch ardour, that 
they may be faid to have cringed to him 
beyond what was becoming: that if his 
ambition led him to aggrandize himfelf, 
it alfo led him to advance the glory of the 
Enolifh name, and the terro? of their arms 
even to the pitch of Roman greatnefs : 
that as to his morals, he was guilty of 
few of the vices to which men are com- 
monly addicted; gluttony, drunkennefs, 
‘gaming, luxury, and avarice, were crimes 
with which he was never reproached ; 
and as to his religion, his principle was, 
to leave every man at liberty, and to per- 
fecute no one on that account : in fine, 
that by his great capacity and uncommon 
abilities he raifed himfelf to the fupreme 
dignity, fupported himfelf in it with great 
glory, and, dying in peace, bequeathed 
it to his pofterity. 

And now, beho!d, he that was a mon- 
fteris become an hero! Wherefore, gen- 
tle reader, out of the two characters here 


given, thou mayeft form fuch a one as 
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feemeth beft in thine eyes, and call him 
Oliver Cromwel. 

Now the reft of the aéts of this ruler, 
and the furprifing things that he did, be- 
hold they are written in the books of the 
chronicles of the kings of England. 


And Cromwel flept with his fathers, — 


and was buried in the chapel of Henry 
the feventh ; and Richard his fon was 
protector in his ftead. 


RICHARD CROMWEL Prote&or- 


ND it came to pafs, that the man 
Richard was prefently found to be 
incapable of the reins of government 5 
he had neither capacity to manage, judg- 
ment to guide, nor refolution to hold 
them ; wherefore the parliament took 
from him the protectorfhip, and depofed 
him from the government. 
And now the commonwealth was left 
to drive at random, the government be- 


ing fometimes adminiftred by a council of © 


officers, and fometimes by a thing called 
a committee of fafety ; and great confufi- 
ons enfued in the land. 

And there dwelt a man in the north- 
ern part of the ifland, which is called Scot 
land, whofe name was Monk; moreover 
he was the governor thereof, and a great 
warriour. 

Now this man, taking advantage of the 
publick diftractions, aflembled an army, 
and marched to London, declaring for a 
re{toration of the king. 

And the people were terrified at his 
prefence, or peradventure they were wea- 
ry with perpetual changes and commoti- 
ons; wherefore they agreed to his pro- 
pofal, and fent meffengers unto the king, 
who was now in Holland, defiring his 
return. 

And it came to pafs on the 29th day 
of the 5th month, which is called May, 
that the king was conducted in great ftate 
to his palace at Whitehall, .and all the 
people fhouted, faying, Long live the king. 


CHARLES I. 


OW as many enormous crimes had 

been committed by men of all dee 

grees, infomuch that it was apprehended 
preat numbers, not thinking themfelves 
{afe, would depart out of the Jand ; the 
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firft thing that the king fet himfelf to do 
was to publifh an act of indemnity. 

‘Howbeit he excepted out of it forty 
and nine perfons, who had been princi- 
pally concerned in the murder of his fa- 
ther. Neverthelefs, only ten of them 
were executed. 

And the king repealed all laws that had 
been made in favour of a popular govern- 
ment ; moreover he reftored the ancient 
difcipline of the church, and replaced the 
bifhops in their former dignity and jurif- 
diction. 

About this time an infurreGion hap- 
pened in London, fet on foot by a {mall 
remnant of enthufiafts, not more than 
fifty, in order to deftroy all the monar- 
chies of the earth. 

Thefe mad religionifts were called 
monarchy men, who, by reading the pro- 


phecies of Daniel, and the revelations of 


John, had perfuaded themfelves, that the 
time of our Saviour's vifible reign on 
earth was come; that therefore it was 
their duty to take up arms for king JE- 
sus again{t the powers of the world ; 
and that no weapon formed again{t them 
fhould profper, but that one fhould chafe 
2 thonfand, and two put ten thoufand to 
flicht. 

In confidence of this prophecy being 
fulfilled, they declared, that they would 
rife up againft the carnal, and poflefs the 
gate of the world ; that they would never 
fheath the fword, till Babylon (as they 
called monarchy) fhould become a hiffing 


and a curfe, and there were left neither 


remnant, fon, nor nephew: and that 
when they had Jed captivity captive in 
England, they would then go into France, 
Spain and Germany, and bind their kines 


in chains, and their nobles in fetters of 


iron. 
Howhbeit thefe mifcrable men were de- 


Juded, being cut off in the city by the 


edge of the iword, even by the train- 
bands of the city were they deftroyed. 


Now it came to pafs, that Charles pave 


a loofe to his appetites, and induloed him- 
felf in all manner of delights ; and he fent 
forth his pimps and his nobles through- 
out all the land, to fearch for the mot 
beautiful women that could be found. 

And they miniftred unto the king ac- 
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cording to his wifhes : one brought him 
eyes that melted with a dying {oftne(s ; 
another, lips that feemed to fay, Come kifs 
me: this brought him {nowy breafts, whofe 
heaving foftnefs fwelled with love; and 
that, afhape whofe wanton motions feem- 
ed to promife blifs luxuriant. 

Now the king was pleafed therewith, 
and he was enamoured of them all; and 
he put forth his f{ceptre unto them, and 
the land was filled with royal baftards. 

Moreover the nation, taking example 
from the court, ran headlong into all 
manner of licentioufnefs and immorality. 
And having feen in the former reign all 
kinds of wickednefs committed under the 
maik of piety, the leaft arpearance there- 
of was now thought hypocrify. 

All the wit of the nation was turned 
to the ridicule of religion and morality. 
The ftage became a fchool of debauche- 
ry; and even the pulpit, fearing to be 
too grave fu: the times, abounded with 
wit: and whereas before, they ufed to 
feek the Lord and implore his direction 
even in the moft trifling affairs, it was 
now deemed almolt fuperititious to be- 
lieve in him. 

Howbeit the religion of the king, fays 
a noble author *, was that which is vul- 
garly, tho’ unjuftly, called none at all, 
namely deifm. 

But the anger of the Lord was kindled 
againft the king, and againft the people of 
England, and he fmote the land with 2 
dreadful peftilence, infomuch that there 
died in one year upwards of fixty and {e- 
ven thoufand perfons: morcover in the 
following year a terrible fire fell on the 
city of London, which in four days ume 
confumed the greateft part thereof. 

Neverthelefs thefe judgments made no 
impreffion on the fpirit of Charles, who 
abandoned himfelf to his pleafures, and 
was carried away fo violently by h's 
lufts, that his whole time and his tre? 
fures were fyent amongft harlots; and sll 
matters relating to the government of bis 
kinedoms were left unto the management 
of his brother the duke of York. 


And Charles was guided by his bro- . 


ther in all things, infomuch that the peo 


ple murmured greatly. Wherefore Kill 


* The duke of Buckingham. - 
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grew the jefter reported unto the courti- 
ers, faying, The king is very ill, and hath 
got a fore nofe. | 

Then went the courtiers in unto th 
king, and condoled with him, faying, 
We are forry to hear your majefty hath 
got a fore nofe. Whereat the king mar- 
velled greatly, afking, who told them fo? 
And they anfwered and faid, Killigrew 
told us. 

Then the king fent meffengers unto 
Killigrew, commanding him to come be- 
fore him: and when he was come, the 
king faid unto him, Why faideft thou, 
Killigrew, that I had got a fore nofe ? 
And Killigrew anfwered and faid, I con- 
cluded it muft be fore, becaufe your ma- 
jelty hath been led fo long by it. 

Howbeit the king liked not the jeft; 
moreover he reproved his jelter very fe- 
verely, And (whether it was thought that 
majefty was too {erious a joke to be laugh- 
ed at, le(t peradventure it {hould be made 
ridiculous; or that it was of too danger- 
ous example, as it might fometimes {et 
the whole nation a laughing at the king’s 
expence; but) from that day no jefter 
hath been kept in the king’s court, only 
plain and folemn fools. : 

Now the reft of the acts of king 
Charles the fecond, and his wit, and his 
pallantries, and all his intrigues, behold 
thou mayelt find them in bawdy novels 
unto this day. 

And Charles flept with his fathers, af- 
ter he had reigned over England from the 
time of his reftoration twenty and four 
years, eight months and nine days, and 
James his brother reigned in his ftead.. 


JAMES UX. 


OW James was a worthipper of the 
church of Rome: he bowed the 
knee unto her idols, and went a whoring 
after all her abominations; her bowings, 
her wathings, her {prinklings, her holy 
veliments, her incenfe, her ointments, 
her aifolutions, her maffes, her croffes, 
her idols, her miracles, her lies. 
Moreover he was a zealous bigot to all 
the ebfurd and foolith tenets, which the 
cunning of her pricits have invented to 
delude the ignorant, and enflave the migh- 
ty. 
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Neverthelefs, when he afcended the 
throne of England, he made a fpeech to 
the people, declaring he would fuppore 
the conititution both in church and ftate, 
as it was by law ettablifhed. 

Howbeit he afterwards thought fit to 
a& contrary to this declaration in every 
inftance ; peradventure he made it witha 
mental refervation for that very purpofe. 

And it came to pafs, that the Lord ftir- 
red up the heart of the duke of Mone 
mouth, and he rebelled againit him, and 
entered the land with an army; but he 
was defeated and taken prifoner, and his 
head was {mitten off on Tower-hill. 

Many of his foldiers alfo were taken, 
infomuch that the prifons of the weit 
were filled therewith. 

And Jeffries the judge was appointed 
to try them; and behold it was judgment 
without mercy : he looked on them, and 
they were condemned ; he opened his lips, 
and it was death unto them. 

Yea, fo great was his cruelty, that 
when their eyes rolled in the agonies of 
death, then he mocked ; and when their 
legs quivered in the air, then he fent for 
mufick, and called it dancing. Where- 
fore let his name perifh from the face of 


the earth, and Jet all his generation be 


hanged by the neck, 

But wo unto thee, O Kirk *! wo 
unto thee, thou barbarous infulter of 
wronged innocence ! let thy fin de deteft- 
ed in all ages, and let thy name be ac- 
curfed from generation to generation! for 
behold thou haft done iniquity in the fight 
of the Lord, the cry of thine abominati- 
on is gone up unto heaven ; and it fhall 
come to pafs, that whofoever heareth thy 
tale fhall curfe thee. 

Now the thing which he did was this. 

It came to pafs in the town of Taun- 
ton, thet he had condemned an ancient 
man unto death, and he was to be execu- 
ted on the fign-polt of the houfe where 
Kirk was firtirg. 

* Major-General Kirk was appointed to attend 
on Jeffries in this bloody bufinels with a troop of 
foldiers, to keep the people in awe; who hanged 
feverel by his own authority, without eny tral. 
It was not pofhible for he king to find in the whole 
kingdom two men more deftitute of religion, he- 
nour and humaniiy. They were two cruct and 
mercilels tygers, that delighted in bleed. Rapin. 
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Then the daughter of the poor 
old man, a lovely maiden; her cheeks 
were wathed with tears as a rofe in the 
morning-dew, and the look of her eye 
was innocence dilirefled. \ 

_ And fhe threw herfelf at his feet, and 
embraced his knees for fome time in fi- 
Jent grief, and in the utmoft agony of 
heart. 

_ At length, when words could find a 
paffage, the lift up her eyes, ftill dropping 
with tears, and befought him, faying, 

O fave my father! let not his gray 
hairs be difhonoured with a violent death! 
Alas! he is an old man, and hath not 
many days to live; fuffer him to go down 
to the grave in peace, that my foul may 
blefs thee. 

Then Kirk commanded the virgin to 
arife, and he looked on her, and his 
heait was {mitten with her beauties, info- 
much that he burned toenjoy her. And 
he fpake unto the maiden, faying, Behold 
now the lie of thy father is in mine hand, 
and 1 can do unto him whatfoever feem- 
eth pood in mine eyes: howbeit, thy 
beauty hath foftened mine heart; if there- 
fore thou wilt hearken unto my voice that 
I may enjoy thee, I fwear unto thee his 
Jite fhall be fafe, not a hair of his head 
fhall be in danger. 

Then fell the maiden down at his fect, 
and bedewed the ground with her tears, 
and her anguifh was very great; and fhe 
faid unto him, O take my life, my life I 
wil give for my father’s willingly; but 
Jet not my lord defire this thing, do not 
this evil unto thine handmaid. Alas! I 
2M a poor virgin, mine innocence is 
mine only portioi. I am befides my 
father’s only child, and his heart is fond 
of me, he hath none other ; and if 1 do 
this thing, what benefit fhall I have of 
his life? for behold he will die with for- 
row. 

And her tears flowed fo faft, that the 
could {peak no more; and fhe continued 
with her face towards the ground weep- 
ing. 

But the heart of Kirk was hardened, 
and his foul was {et in him to do evil; 
ond he fpake unto the virgin, faying, If 
thou do not inilantly comply, thy father 


disth ; nay 1 will hang him wp, before thy 
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face, and thine eyes fhall behold his a- 
gonies: and he feemed to be going. 

‘Then the damfel caught hold of the 
fkirt of bis garment, and the wept bitter- 
ly; and fo moving was her grief, that it 
wouldhave melted any humanheart, And 
fhe cried out, Kill not my father! 0 let 
me {peak ! 1 cannot fee him die ; indeed 
Icannot. Here grief once more {topt up 
her voice, and for fome time fhe could 
not {peak or weep: at length, lifting up 
her eyes, Forgive me, heaven, fhe cried; 
father, forgive me; I will fave thy life, 
but I will not furvive mine honour. 

So fhe yielded unto him, and was un- 
done: for no fooner had he fatiated him- 
felf with her ruined innocence, than he 
brought her to the window, and, with 
an infulting fmile, fhowed her her father 
hanging on the fign-poft. 

Transfixed with grief and horror, fhe 
fuddenly cried out, —My father! O my 
father ! What have I done! — Then funk 
upon the ground fpeechlefs, and without 
motion. But life, unhappily for her, re- 
turned ; fhe awaked from her trance all 
wild and diftraéted; nor did her fenies 
ever return to her any more. 

Many other cruelties did they commit, 
and many other barbaritics ; infomuch 
that the land ftunk of blood, and the 
face of the earth looked dreadful with the 
quarters of men, which they hanged up 
in every place, as a terror to all that 
fhould oppofe the meafures of this vi0- 
lent and bigotted prince. 

But it came to pals, that James was fo 
cager in his advances to popery and 4¥- 
bitrary power, that the great men and the 
nobles, and all the people, were alarme 
at his proceedings : wherefore they fent 
over meflengers privily unto William 
prince of Orange, who had marvied 
king’s daughter, defiring his affiltances 
to preferve the religion and the libertics 
oi the people. 

Then William raifedan army, andcame 
over to England; and great fear 
upon James becaufe of his mildaine® 
Wherefore James fled from the pre oe 
of William, and became a fugitive alt! 
days of his life. ; 

Moreover his throne was declared v2" 
cant; aad William bis fon-in law i?" 
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ed in his ftead. This is the grand revo- 
jution ; this is the epocha of Englith 
freedom. 


WILLIAM Iii. 


ND William was called the Deli- 
verer, inafmuch as by him the 
Jand was delivered from popery and arbi- 
trary power, and the liberties of the peo- 
le, both civil and religious, were fettled 
and eltablifhed upon a new foundation. 
The prerogatives of the crown were li- 
mited, and the rights of the fubject were 
afcertained. 

For the lords and the commons of 
England, on the day that they offered 
him the crown, explained alfo the conditi- 
ons on which he mu(t accept it, faying, 

Thou fhalt not fufpend or difpenfe with 
laws, or the execution of laws, by royal 
authority, without confent of parliament ; 
it is illegal. 

Thou fhalt not levy money for the 
ufe of the crown, by pretence of prero- 
gative; it is illegal. 

Thou thall not infringe the right of 
the fubjects to petition the king, neither 
fhalt thou profecute or commit any one 
for fuch petitioning ; it is illegal. 

Thou fhalt not keep a ftanding army 

within the kingdom in time of peace, un- 
Jefs it be with conient of parliament; it 
is illegal. 
The election of members of parliament 
fhall be free, and no freedom of {peech 
and debate in parliament fhall be impeach- 
ed or queltioned in any ploce or court 
out of parliament. 

Exceflive bail fhall not be required, 
hor exceffive fines impofed, nor cruel 
«nd unufual punifhments inflicted. 

Jorors fhall be duly impannelled and 
rcturned, 

And, finally, for redrefs of al] grievan- 
ces, and for the amending, {trengthen- 
ing and preferving of the laws, parlia- 
ments fhall frequently be held. 

And we the pcople of England do 
claim, demand, and infift vpon all thefe 
things, as our undoubted rights and li- 

rties. 

And William was a wife prince, and 
he ruled the kingdom with power and 
£reat plory : howbeit he had many op- 
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pofitions ; and it was with great trouble 
that he managed the haughty fpirits of 
the Englifh. 

Moreover hemade war upon the French 
and he led on his armies himfelf ; an 
the hand of the Lord was with him, and 
he difcomfited them by land and by fea 
in many battles. 

Now the reft of the acts of king Wil- 
liam, his courage at the Boyne, the grand 
alliance that he made, the projects that 
he formed, and the battles that he fought, 
behol.! they are written in the books of 
the chronicles of the kings of England, 

And William reigned over England 
thirteen years and one month, and he 
died ; and Anne his fifter-in-law reigned 
in his ftead. 

ANN E., 
VOW Anne was thirty and feven 
years old when the began to reign; 
and fhe reigned over England twelve years 
and five months. 

And fhe purfued the meafures which 
William her predeceffor had begun, in 
order to oblige king Lewis of France, to 
recal his grandfon Philip, whom he had 
feated on the throne of Spain, and to place 
that crown on the head of Charles, the 
emperor Leopold's fecond fon. 

Wherefore war was declared by the 
confederate powers of England, Holland 
and Germany, againft France and apainft 
Spain; and Marlborough the general was 
made commander of their armies; and 
he marched into Flanders, and incamped 
there. 

And the arm of the Lord was with him, 
and he was mighty in battle, and he de- 
feated the French wherefocver he came. 
In all the battles that he fought, he con- 
quered 3 and whatfoever town he belie- 
ged, it furrendered unto him. 

Let Ramilies confefs the wonders of 
his courage ; let the fiege of Lifle pro 
claim his condvét; Blenheim thall {peak 
aloud the glory of his arms, and Oude- 
narde declare his invincible prowefs ; 
Tournay alfo fhall remember him for ¢- 
ver, and bloody Malpiaquet fhall tremble 
at his name. 

And great fear came rpon all French- 
mer, and upon Levis their king; where- 
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fore he fought unto queen Anne for peace, 
and in an evil hour fhe hearkened unto 
him. A fhameful peace was concluded 
at Utrecht, and the conqueits of Marlbo- 
rough were made in vain. 

Now it came to pafs in thefe days, 
that the land was divided between two 
famous giants; and the name of the one 
was Whiganza, and the name of the o- 
ther was Toribundos. And there was 
enmity between the partizans of Whigan- 
za, and the partizans of Toribundos, in- 
fomuch that they {pake of each other with 
great bitterne{s and many reproaches. 

And the giant Toribundos fent forth 
an evil {pirit in the fhape of a prieft, and 
he called his name Sacheverel ; and, when 
he was ftrongly poffelled, he would rave 
of falfe brethren, of evil communication, of 
paffive obedience, of non-refiftance, and ma- 
ny other abfurdities. 

Now the party of Toribundos adored 
him asa god: many pictures of him were 
taken, and prints of his face were difper- 
fed in every corner; yea fo worthily was 
he dillinguifhed, that the very pifs-pots 
of the land difplayed his countenance at 
their bottoms, and fhowers of honour 
were daily poured upon him. 

Many hardy champions alfo inlifted 
themfelves bencath his banners, and 
fought his battles with a defperate and 
zealous fury. 

Howbeit there arofe at length from 
the tribe of Whiganza, a valiant hero 
whofe name was Benjamin; and he buc- 
kled on him the thield of reafon ; and, 
grafping in his hand the fword of truth, 
he marched into the holt of Toribundos, 
and the whole army fied from before him, 
or fell by his hand: yea fo totally were 
they defeated, that they turned not again 
unto this day. 

Now the reftof the acts of queen Anne, 
and all her glorious conquefts ; her piety 
alfa to the clergy, and the fifty churches 
that the built, behold, if thou liveft to fee 
them, thou mayeit die an old man. 

And Ane flept with her fathers in the 
chapel of Nenry the feventh; and George 
ot Hanover reigned in his ftead.

A memorial of the Corfican malecontents, 
which was delivered by their agent to 
the plenipotentiaries at Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle, fome time before the figning of 
the definitive treaty. 


My Lords, 


I Have the honour to prefent to your 
Excellencies the prayers and tears of 
the Corficans. I might prove, previous 
to all other difcuffions, that, with ref{pect 
to them, the Genoefe are ufurpers. Phi- 
lippini and Baronius relate, that Pipin, 
king of France, gave the fovereignty of 
this ifland to Pope Pafchal and his fuc- 
ceffors; that Gregory VII. Honorius III. 
Boniface VIII. Benedict II. Clement V. 
and Eugenius IV. exercifed manifeft aéts 
of their fovereignty over Corfica, infos 
much that the laft named pontiff fent o- 
ver his commiffiries, and folemnly de- 
clared the Genoefe ufurpers and tyrants 
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of that ifland. But, waving thofe points, 
I come to the oppreflion which Genoa 
has made us to grone under. 

We had amongit us many lords, who 
judged without appeal in caufes between 
their vaflals, who fet up their {tandards 
and confederated with the republick, who 
exercifed the employments and dignities 
of their country, and, in fhort, were in 
al! refpeéts on the fame footing as the o- 
ther nobles of Italy. But now the Ge- 
noefe policy makes no diftinétion between 
Corfican nobles and plebeians: for near 
170 years pait they are both folemnly 
excluded as incapable of holding any poits 
in their country, or even ferving in the 
army. Our biihopricks are all given away 
to Genoefe, and our parith-churches were 
in great danger of being filled up in the 
fame manner. 

But an evil yet more dreadful than all 


that I have recited, was the iniquity of 


the magiltrates fent over to us from Ge- 
noa every two years. Poor and ignorant 
to a moll fhameful degree, they kaew 
but one thing, that 1s, that they might 
fafely commit any manner of injuilice to- 
wards the Corficans, in order to amafs 
riches. They fold beforehand to the in- 
habitants, pardons for murders they were 
refolved to commit. At the worlt, the 
punifiment of a Corfican murderer was, 
to be fent to Genoa, to ferve there in 
the troops, and, after a certain term, he 
was carried back to his own country. 
The relations of the perfon murdered, 
feeing the republick cid not revenge fach 
crimes, would revenge it themfelves. 
There is no nation but what would be 
noted for the fame crimes, if the punifh- 
ment was nothing buta voyage, common- 
ly attended with very little inconvenience, 
and frequently advantageous to the mur- 
derer. 

Among other laws equally iniquitous 
and pernicious, we may rank thole where- 
by Genoa has deprived us of all foreign 
commerce, and cramped and clogged our 
iniznd trade a thouland various ways. 
From whence followed what is to be na- 
turally expected from fuch regulations in 
any country: in fhort, the Corficans 
took a diilike to labour and bufinefg, as 
they could not find a vent for their pro- 


ducts and manufactures ; and {6 would 
the molt indutirious people under the 
fun, if they lay under the {ame reitraints. 

The Chriltian King was inform. 
ed.of the origin of our calamitics, when 
his army was in the heart of our coun- 
try, and his Majelty endeavoured to ap- 
ply aremedy. We complained, that the 
Corficans were excluded trom all dignities 
in our ifland: the King was {0 good as 
to procure the bifhoprick of Aleria for a 
Corfican: and that we were deprives of 
this fatisfaction, was entirely owing to 
the artful politicks of Genoa, which e- 
Iuded the King’s good-will and the Pop.’s 
decrees. We made loud complaints of 
the clogs on our trade. Martha! Maile 
bois raifed its drooping head, and agri- 
culture and the arts were feen to flourith 
under the protection of that general, And 
under him we alfo taited the {weets of a 
juli and fevere government. The lav- 
{cum of the ifland, atoned for thar 
crimes on the gibbet and the wheel; 20d 
if any yet remained, they lay {till, waite 
ing only for the departure of the French, 
in order to give full {wing to their evi 
inclinations and deligns. 

But how little do the Genoefe imitate 
the equity and benignity of France! 
They neither reverence nor reward any 
virtue; they punifh no crimes; thev ac- 
knowledge no fervices, or,at the belt, rep2¥ 
them with obfcure honours, or even with 
fuch as are rather an injury and dilgrace. 
‘the fixed defign of the republick 1s, 1 
weaken and impoverifh our iland, be 
caufe it is too rich, and too powertul, 
to yield tamely to the yoke of Geroe. 
We have therefore nothing to hope not 
fear from fuch imperious maiters. 

I fay, nothing to fear; for, in fact 
the Genoefé troops have an hundred time 
fuffered themfelves to be difarmed and 
beaten by Corfican women, who had no 
other arms than {tones. In Novemss' 
1745, their general ftole away from 
{tia with his belt troops, and iled to G* 
vi. The fame man, in Auguil 1747; ied 
from Terra-NovatoCaprara. Not dut thal 
the Genoefe have given many fignal pro's 
of their bravery in the fiege of their ie 
try : but they alone will never be ab! 


reduce the Corficans. Our countryme?s 
without 
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App. 1748. 
without arms and without a chief, bepan 
their firft war; they alfo entered upon 
the fecond and third war, under the 
fame difadvantages ; and they will main- 
tain, in like manner, a fourth, a fifth, 
and a fixth war, if there be occalion. In 
fine, it is certain, that, if the Genoefe 
want to fubdue the Corficans, nothing 
will induce nor force the Corficans to put 
on the yoke of the Genoefe. It were 
therefore to be withed for the republick 
of Genoa, that the could be fo far brought 
to liitén to reafon, as to refolve to part 
with the ifland of Corfica. This work, 
my Lords, is worthy of the wifdom of 
your Excellencies; and in rendering the 
peace of Europe univerfal, it would ren- 


der it folid and latting.

All Europe is acquainted with the trou- 
bles which have fo often dilturbed thofe 
kingdoms, and with the wrongs we have 
fuffered. It knows, that length of time 
cannot alter the conititution of the ftate, 
nor ground a prefcription againii the fun- 
damental laws. It could not fee, with- 
out altonifhment, that we fhould remain 
filent, while the powers at war are hold- 
ing an aflembly for peace, which might, 
without regard to the juttice of our caufe, 
in which all fovereigns are concerned), 
deree upon and ftipulate articles prejudi- 
cial to our interefts, and to thofe of the 
fubjeéts of our molt honoured father and 
lord. 

For thefe caufes, authorifed by the ex- 
amples of our moft honoured prandfa- 
ther, and of our molt honoured father 
and Jord, we, as well in the name of our 
mo{t honoured father and lord, who hath 
given us his full powers, by commitiing 
to us the regency of his kingdoms, as in 
Our own and proper name, as natural heir 
to the crown, do proteft, in the moft fo-

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lemn manner, and in the belt form that 
may be, again{t all that may be faid, 
done, or {tipulated, in the aflembly now 
held at Aix-la-Chapelle, or in any other 
aflembly that may be held in confequence

of our moit honoured father and lord, of 
our own, or of thofe of the princes or 
princeffes of our Royal houfe, that are, or 
fhall be born.

Declaring, by thefe prefents, that we 
look upon, and fhall ever look upon, as 
null, void, and ineffectual, all that may 
be agreed upon or tipulated, which may 
tend to the diminution of our juft rights, 
and the recognition of any other perfon 
whatfoever in quality of fovereion of the 
realms of Great Britain, other than the 
perfon of the Moft High and Moft Excel- 
lent Prince, James Hf. our mott honour- 
ed Jord and father, and in default cf him, 
the perfon of his next heir, conformably 
to the fundamental laws of Great Britain. 

We declare to all the fubjects of our 
moft honoured lord and father, and more 
particularly to thofe who have Jately pi- 
ven us fo fhining proofs of their attach- 
ment to the interefts of our Royal family, 
and the ancient coni{iitution of the flate, 
that nothing fhall alter the warm and fine 
cere affection which our birth infpires us 
with for them; and that the juft fenfe 
which we have of their fidelity, zeal, and 
courage, will never wear out of our hearts 
that, far from liftening to any propofal 
which may tend to annul or weaken the 
indiffoluble bands which unite us, we do, 
and fhall always look upon ourfelves, as 
under the moft intimate and indifpenfable 
obligation, to be cenitantly attentive to 
every thing that may contribute to their 
happinefs ; and that we fhail be ever rea- 
dy to {pill the ve ry laft drop of our blood, 
to deliver them from a forcign yoke. 

We proteft and declare, that the defeéts

A-fbort account of herrings, and the her- 
ring-pybery, in the feas, and on the coafts 
of Great Britain and Ireland. 


T ‘Hey that inhabit the ifland of Shet- 

land inform us, that about the be- 
ginning of June, there comes from the 
north avait unaccountable and incredible 
fhoal or fwarm of herrings. Their num- 
ber certainly by their account is to be 
reckoned among the infinites of finite 
nature, or beyond the reach of figures, 
more numerous than the ftars of heaven. 
They come up on the breadth of the fea: 
and the bulk of the fhoal, take it in the 
grofs, is probably much greater than the 
whole land of G. Britain and Ireland. 
Yet it cannet be known where they breed, 
nor whence they come; but the feafon 
of their coming on is fignified by feveral 
tokens in the air and in the water ; and 
what augments the wonder, it is not per- 
ceived that any of them ever return to 
their native coaft to breed a fupply for 
the next feafon; but, on the contrary, 
they come from home {welling with their 
prolifick fpawn ; by the cafting of which, 
every fifh may be faid to produce ten 
thoufand more in our feas. 

No doubt, as this great body paffes 
between the fhores of Greenland and the 
North Cape, tho’ 200 leagues wide, they 
mult be greatly ftreightened as they come 
fouthward: and they neceffarily divide 
into two parts as foon as they reach the 
foundations of G. Britain, in the bottom 
and deeps of the ocean. One part of 
them fteers W, or S, W. and, leaving 
the iflands of Orkney and Shetland to the 
left, pafs on towards Ireland ; where be- 
ing interrupted a fecond time, fome, keep- 
ing the fhore and coaft of Britain, pafs a- 
way S. down St George’s channel, till 
they meet their friends again in the Se- 
vern fea; while the other party, edging 
off to the S. W. coaft the Hibernian or 
weftern ocean, till they reach the S$. fhore 
of Ireland, and then fleering S$. E. join 
their aforefaid friends in St George’s chan- 
nel. The other part of the firit divifion 
made in the N. parting a little to the E. 
and S. E. come down into the German 
ocean ; and {till keeping the coaft of Bri- 
tain, clofe on board, as the failors phrafe 
it, they pafs by Shetland, and then make 


\ 
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the point of Buchannefs, and the coaft of 
Aberdeen ; filling, as they go, all the 
bays, friths, rivers, and creeks, with their 
innumerable multitudes, as if directed by 
heaven on purpofe to prefent themielves 
for the relief and employment of the poor 
and the benefit of commerce. Hence 
they proceed fouthward, pafs by Dunbar, 
and rounding the high fhore of St Abb’s 
and Berwick, are again feen off Scarbo- 
rough, and not before; and even then 
not in bulk, till they arrive at Yarmouth 
roads, on the coait of England: after 
that they vifit the mouth of the Thames, 
and from thence pafling down the Britifh 
channel, they feem to be loft in the wefl- 
ern ocean, 

In this courfe we find feveral nations 
ferving themfelves out of their multitudes, 
in different ftations. Is it not then ama- 
zing, that we alone, of all the nations 
the belt fituated to reap advantage from 
fuch a filhery, fhould thus leave it neg- 
lected? How can we alone Jook on re- 
gardlefs, and fee fo great a profit on e- 
very hand raifed in trade, their naviga- 
tion fo much improved, their feamen nur- 
fed and bred up, and fo many millions of 
hands employed and maintained both at 
fea and on fhore, in taking, curing, &c. 
thefe fith, while they that have ventured 
their lives for our fafety, and fought our 
battles, are reduced to poverty and beg- 
gary for want of employment ? 

The Dutch have long tafted the fweets 
of this fifhery. They wait with 1000 or 
15co builes with their nets fpread in the 
fair way of the fith, ready to take them at 
their firlt appearance off of Shetland. By 
this means they are foon Joaden; and 
making what hafte home poflible, they 
cure, repack, and prepare them for mar- 
ket at Dantzick, and the eaft country. 
‘The next draught is on the coaft of Scot- 
land, on the north-fide of the Tay; where 
they fpread themfelves upon the fands 
and fhoals in every creek, harbour, or 
bay, as it were offering them{clves to the 
Scottifh nets, as well for the food of the 
poor, as for the commerce of the mer- 
chants there 3 who take very preat quan- 
tities, cure, pickle up, fend to the fame 
markets as the Dutch, and fomctimes be- 
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good aprice. Then as they drive fouth, 
the Dunbar fifhing-boats and the Fifemen 
intercept great quantities, which they 
make red herrings, and tell at Edinburgh, 
and other populous places in the country. 
After they have been ferved, the Englifh, 
Dutch, French, &c. receive them with all 
diligence, as they f{pread themfelves on 
the banks in Yarmouth roads, in queit of 
their food; and it has been known, that 
the Yarmouth and Leoftoff men only have 
taken and cured 50,000 barrels of red 
herrings in a year; befides the incredible 
quantities taken by the Dutch, French, 
Flemings, Flufhingers, Bremers, and 
Hamburgers, who lie with their builes on 
the back of Yarmouth fands; and yet the 
fifhing-{macks of London, Foulk{tone, 
Dover, Sandwich, and all the coalt about 
the mouth of the river Thames, catch in- 
numcrable quantities for the London mar- 
kets, and all the populous towns up the 
river, and upon and near the fea-coaft of 
Kent and Suilex, where they eat them 
frcfh. And as the remainder {wim down 
the narrow feas, they become an eafy prey 
to the French on one fide, and to the weilt- 
country fifhermen on the other fide of the 
channel, till they become fhotten, or caft 
their rows. and difappear. 
If we now return, and view this fifhery 
on the other fide of Britain, it will be 
found, that the merchants of Glafgow, 
Air, Dumfries, and on all the coatt of 
Galloway ; as alfo the merchants of Lon- 
don-Derry, Belfaft, Carrickfergus, Car- 
Jingford, and even thofe of Dublin, 
make ereat profit of thefe fith, which ab- 
ound in the fame manner on the S, W. 
as you have heard on the S. EF. Again, 
after they have run the gauntlop through 
all the Irith channel, the merchants of 
Devonfhire from Minehead to Barnftaple 
and Biddeford, and fo on weitward to the 
towns and north-fhore of Cornwall, catch 
in the Severn fea, and cure many thou- 
fand tons, which they fhip of for Spain 
and the Mediterranean; befides an incre- 
cidle quantity confumed by the people on 
fhore: which imitated alfo by the mer- 
‘chants at Pembroke, Swanzv, and on all 
the coatt of South- Wales, from Milford- 
Haven to the mouth of Briftol river a- 
Bbove King-road: where they fhot- 
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ten, fall into deep water to the weltward, 
join their fellows, and appear no more. 
Nor would I have it fuggelted, that the 
quantity of herrings is by this time ex- 
hautted, and {pent: for to eltimate their 
remaining numbers by the mighty {hoals, 
which are feen in the Severn feas, and on 
the W, and S. coafts of England and Ire- 
land at their departing, it would rather 
feem that the number taken by the fither- 
men, as related before, and detiroyed by 
porpuffes, dog-filh, fin-fith, and ail the 
different forts of fea-montters, of which 
the northern feas are full, is {earcely felt; 
and it is the opinion of fome, that the 
number taken by all the fifhermen in Eu- 
rope does not amount to above one her- 
ring in a million of the number that firt 
appeared on the coaft of Shetland. 
Another circumftance, which ipeaks the 
advantages of this fifhery to our nation, 
is the want of them in the fouthern king- 
doms, on the coa{ts of Spain, Portugal, 
the S, parts of France, on the fide of the 
ocean, in the Mediterranean, and on the 
coaft of Africa: where nature f{eems to 
have forbidden them to go, that we might 
fupply them with ‘fo delicious a fifh. 
Therefore, as not only our feas abound 
with this fifth, fo as to employ and re- 
ward the labour and expence of as many 
hands as can be found to take, and make 
them fit for fale; and as there are found 
markets fufficient to take off all, or more 
than can be taken and cured in the {ea- 
fon ; let it be the care of thofe in power, 
to confider what advantage may be drawn 
from hence to the {tate, and the pre‘ent 
help and relief it will bring to the ¢il- 
banded and neceffitous fea and land 
forces; and 1 doubt not but ticy wil 
find this fifhery to anfwer all the great 
ends I propofe. 
Another writer, after giving his opin’ 
on, that the reftoring Cape Breton ¥*° 
neceflary, becaufe it would have beck 4 
dead weight upon us of 20,0c0!. yearly 
without any advantage to the fithery, tee 
ing we have as much room on New eee 
land already as we can poflibly make 2 
of; and after computing, that there is 
now diicharged, at leaft, 30,000 faitors 
out of the Royal navy, 16,000 marinc’s 


and 10,000 failors out of privatecrs,—~ 
propastsy 
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propofes, that a bounty of 5 s. per barrel 
fhould be given for all herrings caught 
and cured within certain precincts of the 
ifles and north coafts of Scotland, by in- 
habitants refiding within thofe limits ; 
which would encourage them to fettle it 
that country. The 20,000]. favings of 
Cape Breton, thus applied, he oblerves, 
would produce 80,000 barrels herring ; 
which, if exported, would bring as many 
pounds Sterling into the nation. This 
{cheme, he thinks, is eafily executed, and 
lefs liable to abufe and corruption than 
others: for that ifa fum of money was 
allowed for buying nets, &c. one might 
venture to foretel, without prophecy, 
that it would end in places, perquilites, 
and a jobb.

S IR, Glafgow, May 1748. 

Aving 2 mind to try what degree of 
H heat infects could live in beyond the 
heat of the human body, I put into a vef- 
fel, open at top, a great many kinds of 
them, having firlt placed fome cotton at 
bottom for them to creep upon: and ha- 
ving gradually heated the air about the 
vellel to 97 degrees in Fahrenheit’s ther- 
mometer, which is the heat of a man’s 
blood when in ordinary health, they con- 
tinued to move us and down without be- 
ing difturbed by it. But on increafing 
the heat to 106 and 108, they fhewed 
great uneafinefs ; and on bringing the 
heat to 120 degrees, they were quickly 
deprived of life. Upon finding that air 
heated to this degree would kill any kind 
of vermin, I thought this might prove a 
good way of deftroying buges. Accor- 
dingly I tried the experiment on a bed in 
my kitchen, in the feams and timber of 
Which a great many had lodge I took 
out the timber of the bottom, and the 
cloaths, and put them in the roof. Then 
1 took a ttove; and having filled it with 
fome well-burnt coals, I placed it on the 
floor ; and {hutting the lid, the air above 
the ftove foon grew warm, and made a 
kind of oven; and by keeping it clofe, 
or a little open, I could increafe or cimi- 
nith the heat at pleafure. I thought it 
necdiefs at this time to make uf of a 
thurmometer, and only judged of the de- 
gcc of heat by putting in my hand now 
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and then, there being no great nicenefs to 
be obferved as to the precife degree of 
120: ior tho’ the air be heated confider- 
ably beyond that pitch, it will do no harm 
to the wood of the fides of the bed, nor 
to any thing put up init. After conti- 
nuing the heat for an hour and a half, 
that it might have time thoroughly to 
pervade what was hung up, I let all cool, 
and then ordered things to be put in their 
proper places. It is above a year fince 
this was done, and there has never yet 
been one of thefe animals feen or felt in 
that place. I tried the fame experiment, 
with the like fuccefs, on the frame of a 
bed, which I once defigned to have burnt, 
but now make ufe of without being any 
way difturbed. From which it is plain, 
that this method not only deftroys the 
buges, but likewife renders their eggs un- 
fit to be hatched.—It is neceflary to take 
notice, that upon taking a bed from its 
place, there will be many of them and of 
their eggs, in any broken places of the 
plaifter, orin the open feams of the tim- 
ber, near where it flood. Yo deftroy 
thefe, you need only take a brick, made 
red-hot, and hold it near where you fuf- 
pect them to be. If there be any nail- 
holes, fill them up with a pretty thick mix- 
ture of chalk and water, which will hard- 
en without cracking.—- When this method 
is practifed on a timber floor, fome bricks, 
ora lay of fand, muft be put under the 
grate, left live cynders fhould fall upon 
the floor. —/ am, &e. A. W,

bove mentioned, was a clof bed, under a ftair; 


that the bed-frame, when the other experiment 


was made, was put up in the roof of the clofe 
bed ; that the heat will pervade the cloaths, enr- 
ains, put up in a clofe bed, without doing 
them any hurt, provided they be at a proper di- 
ftance from the fire; that it is very peflible to 
heat a whole room in the manner above direéted, 
but that the heating of a clofe bed is the better 
method ; that the furniture of feveral houfes might 
be cleaned at once, by being put into a potter’s 
kill, and a finall quantty of* coals, or two or 
three peats, burnt at the mouth of it; and thet. 
tho’ fuch experiments will anfiver at any time, 
the winter is the beft feafon for making them, be- 


caufe the buces ate then numbed with the cold, 
and thc lefs able to eftape through ciinks.

—Thus, for inftance, as 
the {parks iffued cither from the wu/tuli 
extenfores or fexores of the wriit or fin- 
gers, fo did thefe parts either bend down 
or raife themfelves, in oppofite directions.

about the beginning of March, under the 
name of Colonel Lewardi. When he had 
been there fome days, he was arrefted at 
the requeft of the Rufhan refident. On 
occafion of which, he produced credential 
letters from his Chriitian Majelty, 
tho’ he had not prefented them to the ma- 
giftrates till that happened. At the fame 
time he protefted, in name of the French 
King, againft this arreft, and againil feal- 
ing up the papers that were found about 
him. Notwithitanding which, the magi- 
{trates confined him in the cattle of Weix- 
elmunde. The court of Ruflia afligned 
as the reafon for demanding his arreft- 
ment, and the delivery of him and his pa- 
pers, that, having been in her fervice, 
he had about four years before this ob- 
tained leave to make a tour to France, 
and flay there a year; and that not ha- 
ving been heard of afterwards, he had 
been declared a deferter by a court-mar- 
tial, On the other hand, the court of 
Verfailles infilted, that as the Colonel was 
born in France, therefore it fhould be left 
to his Moft ChriftianMajefty to punifh 
him, according as it {hould be proven he 
had deferved, by acting contrary to the 
duty he owed her Imperial Majetty while 
in her fervice. The difcufling of this 
fubjeét occafioned feveral memorials and 
anfwers both at Peterfburg and Drefden. 
His Polith Majelty gave orders for keep- 
ing the prifoner clofe confined, without 
confenting that he fhould be delivered to 
the court of Ruffia; and at the fame time 
ufed his endeavours for inducing the Cza- 
fina to aprec that his crime fhould be jud- 
ged of by the French King. Mean while 
the Coloncl, after making twoclopements, 
and being twice retaken, and remitted to 
prifon, found means to cet out a third 
time on the 2iftof Auguit, when he made 
his efcape effectual to France.
